QUEEN  ANNE  AND  GEORGIAN  FURNITURE 
HE  significance  of  political  events  relative  to  the  cultural  life  of  a 


A  nation  is  evidenced  by  the  complete  change  in  furniture  design  which 
took  place  in  England  during  the  two  decades  circa  1 690-1 710.  Up  to 
the  time  that  Louis  XIV  revoked  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  France  had  domi- 
nated the  European  scene  politically  and  culturally.  The  social  disturbance 
occasioned  by  this  event  awakened  the  centuries-old  enmity  between  the  two 
nations,  and  from  this  estrangement  there  resulted  in  England,  among  other 
things,  the  emergence  of  new  forms  in  the  decorative  arts,  particularly 
noticeable  in  furniture  design. 

The  flamboyancy  which  had  characterized  English  interiors  and  which 
was  a  slavish  imitation  of  French  fashion  gradually  disappeared  and  there 
developed  a  decided  trend  toward  simplicity.  This  new  style,  having  its  roots 
in  the  Low  Countries  and  accompanying  important  dynastic  changes,  was 
grafted  onto  the  English  tree  and  flowered  contemporaneously  with  the  ac- 
cession of  Queen  Anne.  For  purity  of  line  and  quality  of  wood  used  in  its 
construction,  furniture  of  this  period  is  unsurpassed,  and  it  is  not  until  half 
a  century  later,  when  the  Brothers  Adam  effected  with  their  creations  a  com- 
plete break  from  the  rococo  tradition,  that  anything  near  its  equal  appears. 
We  may  remark  in  this  connection  that  the  inclusion  of  so  much  fine 
Queen  Anne  cabinetwork,  featuring  chairs,  settees,  and  stools  with  their  con- 
temporary needlework  and  tapestry  coverings,  as  well  as  beautiful  secre- 
taries, bureaus,  and  mirrors,  evinces  the  high  degree  of  selectivity  exercised 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  F.  Talmage  in  forming  this  collection. 

The  Georgian  periods  are  represented  by  fine  examples  in  mahogany 
and  other  woods,  inlaid  and  carved. 


PORCELAIN,  SILVER,  BRONZES 
TAPESTRIES  AND  RUGS 


The  acme  of  perfection  in  eighteenth  century  plastic  art  was  reached 
at  Sevres  in  the  production  of  bisque  statuettes  by  the  sculptors  Boizot,  Le 
Riche,  Coypel,  Pigalle,  and  others.  The  set  of  ten  figures,  Apollo  and  the 
Nine  Muses  [Number  194],  by  Josse  Francois  Joseph  Le  Riche,  probably 
executed  in  the  atelier  of  Boizot,  are  outstanding,  as  are  the  fine  Chelsea, 
Bow,  Meissen,  and  Staffordshire  porcelain  and  faience  figures  which  appear 
in  this  collection.  Among  the  porcelains  of  utility  is  the  superb  Barr  Worces- 
ter dessert  service  [Number  9],  painted  with  flowers  in  the  Oriental  taste. 
A  small  group  of  Chinese  porcelains  includes  a  beautiful  famille  verte  garni- 
ture of  five  vases  [Number  173]  of  the  K'ang-hsi  period. 

English  silver,  which  begins  the  second  session  of  the  sale,  illustrates  in 
some  fine  tazze,  salvers,  candelabra,  and  other  articles  the  evolution  of  de- 
sign from  Queen  Anne  simplicity  to  the  fanciful  intricacies  of  rococo  richness, 
and  finally,  the  chaste  elegance  of  the  neo-classic  revival,  exemplified  in  the 
beautiful  Irish  oval  tray  [Number  154]. 

In  the  realm  of  plastic  arts,  it  is  not  difficult  to  discern  an  affinity  of 
purpose  in  the  work  of  the  later  Renaissance  Italian  sculptors  and  the  men 
who  worked  in  France  in  the  nineteenth  century.  What  Giovanni  da 
Bologna  sought  to  express  in  his  intense  and  vital  sculptures  is  seen  in  a 
varied  form  in  the  powerful  animal  groups  of  Antoine  Louis  Barye.  A 
group  of  bronzes  in  the  collection  [Numbers  177-193  inclusive]  illustrates 
this  thesis. 

Several  important  Flemish  Renaissance  tapestries  and  a  group  of  very 
fine  seventeenth-eighteenth  century  Ghiordes,  Ladik,  and  Kulah  prayer  rugs 
are  noteworthy  items  in  a  varied  collection.

The  Greek  Chieftains  swearing  to  avenge  the  abduction  of 
HELEN.  In  the  foreground  Agamemnon,  Menelaus,  and  Achilles  are 
swearing  on  their  swords  before  a  sacrificial  altar  to  make  war  on  Troy. 
The  figures  in  splendid  military  attire  stand  out  against  a  background 
of  marching  soldiery,  the  chieftains  dipping  their  swords  in  a  sacrificial 
bowl;  while  in  the  background  is  represented  in  smaller  scale  Agamem- 
non consulting  the  oracle  concerning  the  issue  of  the  enterprise,  while 
to  the  left  is  seen  a  ship  of  Agamemnon's  fleet,  laden  with  soldiers 
and  cargo.  Magnificent  border  filled  with  clusters  of  fruits  and  foliage 
alternating  with  strapwork;  also  the  figures  of  Discordia,  Juno,  Venus, 
and  Pallas,  the  deities  who  were  responsible  for  Helen's  abduction  by 
Paris.  In  the  top  border  appears  the  legend:  Perfidiam  Viturum  se 
Inrat  Lesus  Atrides  et  Menelao  dat  Grecia  Tola  Fidem.  Woven  in 
silk  and  wool  in  fine  point,  the  colors  well  preserved  and  particularly 
harmonious.  The  double  B  mark  of  the  Brussels  manufactory  appears 
in  the  lower  left  corner  of  the  selvage.
